Syuopots 


ACT I DON ALFONSO lays a wager with the officers FERRANDO 
and GUGILELMO by which they are to test the fidelity of their 
brides, FIORDILIGI and DORABELLA, for the space of a Gay: <7 aaa 
officers seemingly bid farewell to them, but return disguised as rich 
Albanians. The maid DESPINA tries to induce her mistresses to give 
ear to the rich strangers, but the sisters remain steadfast. Alfonso, 
who does not wish to lose his wager, bribes Despina, and when the Al- 
banians seemingly take poison before the eyes of the ladies, the maid 
appears disguised as a physician, and saves their lives by pretended 


magnetism. 


ACT II Persuaded by Despina, Dorabella is the first of the two to 
listen to the pleadings of the disguised Guglielmo, to whom she gives 
the picture of her betrothed Ferrando. Ferrando wins Fiordiligi. Des- 
pina, at the suggestion of Alfonso, now disguises herself as a notary 
and brings the marriage contracts. At this moment news arrives of 
the return of the officers. The cowering Albanians, who have been 
hidden by the sisters, escape in order to reappear in their true char- 
acters. They unmask Despina, show the faithless brides their mar- 
riage contracts, and finally reveal themselves, but at the critical mom- 
ent Alfonso, who has won the bet, explains all and brings about a re- 
conciliation. 


This opera will be sung in English from the new Martin translation 
of the original libretto. This is the translation used by Alfred Lunt 
when he directed Cosi Fan Tutte in 1952 for Rudolf Bing’s new produc- 
tion at the Metropolitan.
